The Examiner indicated that the patent appUcation contains claims directed to the 
following allegcdpatentably distinct species of the claimed invention:

Grotqp n drawn to Figure 3; 

Group in drawn to Figure 4; and 

Group IV drawn to Figure 6.

In view of the sigmficant overlap between Groups I, n, m. and IV. and the p^acnce of 
generic claims to aU four groups as weU as sub-generic claims to three of the ftmr groups. U is 
LpectfUUy submitted that the Examiner wiUberequired to searchartxela^ 

as part of the analysis of the generic claims. 

Moreover, it is respectfully submitted that the subject matter of all four gro^s is 
suffidently related thatalhorauBhsea«:h for the subject matter of one of the fo^ 
encompassasearchforthesubjectmatteroftheotherspecies. See MPEP § 803, which states 
thatWthe search and examination of an entire appUcation can be made without sen^^ 
burden. theExaminer must examine it on the merits, ever though itincludes claims to ^^^^^^ 
independentinventionsrCEmphasUadded). This poticy should apply in the present apphcaUon 
to avoid unnecessary delay and e^ense to the Applicants and duplicative examination by the 
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Patent Office. Therefore, in view of the foregoing, the election is made with traverse as to 
Groups n tttrough IV. 

As noted by the Examiner, upon the aUowance of a generic claim. AppUcants witt be 
entitled to consideration of claims to olher species in addition to the elected species, provided 
thai all claims to each additional species aro written in dependent foon or otherwise mclude aU 
the hmitetions of an aUowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
